The three are Richard Damer, 13; 
his brother Harry, (10, and. Robert 
Black, 12; all of Vanderbilt. 

Tibeke said the boys will be held 
at a home for wayward minors until 
a probate report is filed, then action 
will be taken-on a petition to declare 
them juvenile delinquents. 

King was shot, it. was said,. because 
he refused to chop.down a tree so 
that it would fall across a power line. 

‘According. to Prosecuter Paul 
Kenny, thé boys imagined this would 
consternation in. town and 
“their absence: from ‘school wouldn’t 
be noticed.”. 

First Blamed ‘Heart Attack.

day, Kenny said they told him, and: 

encountered King while they. roamed 

in the woods with a .22 rifle purchas- 

ed with money which they stole from 
a home. 

The boys, Kenny said, gave a com-

they returned and shot him. 
Searchers found King’s bady three 
days later. He was shot in the back |’ 
and the bullet had emerged: through 


"his neck. 


For a while it was believed King 
had suffered a heart attack and fal- 
len on a saw-file he carried in’ his 
hand. Later, when the cause of death 
was determined, he: was believed a 
victim of.a deer hunter’s accidental 


fire.

Many foods will keep up to 12 mo. 
Whole kernel corn, sliced apples, ru- 
barb, blackberries, boysenberries, lo- 
ganberries, raspberries, strawberries, 
peaches, apricots, plums, and pump- 
kin: or squash pulp may be held that 
long. — 

Also included in the list that may 
be kept a year are blueberries, huck- 
leberriés,. broccoli, cauliflower, lima 
beans, parsnips, peas, spinach. and 
other. greens. 

From 8 months to a year you may 
keep cantoloupe, beans, corn on the 
cob and fruit juices with the excep- 
tion of the citrus variety. 

Mixed fruits, asparagus and citrus 
fruit juices may be = from 6 to 8 
months.

What the Church Is ~ 
‘T HERE are hundreds of churches | 
today and they do not all agree. 
But. every. church, whatever -its 
name ‘or peculiarities, aims. to stay 
on Ahe course marked out by the. 
Christian church when it was one 
and undivided, the church of. the 
Apostles. We look back to the story 
in Acts to see what the true church 
In. the very. beginning, . the 
church was not the place where 
‘the Christians met for worship. , 
It was not the officers.’ ‘The 
Apostles themselves were not. 
the church. The church was not _, 
a thing at all; it was people. 
In Acts these people are seldom 
called Christians and ‘never called 
churchmen. ‘or — church-members. 
They. are given more meaningiut 
names. .They are called “disciples,” 
that is, learners, students. They are 


“brothers” for their life’ was: like 
that of.a family. They are called 
the people of ‘‘the Way,’’—travelers 
together to the same destination.

HE infant church wag like all 

human babies; it began small 
and poor. No bystander would have 
expected it to live; but it had life 
in its heart. Two. forces. set that 
church on its way.

The people who were in it, or 
rather the people who were the 
church, took their orders. from 
Christ. It was because of him 
that they went out to bear wit- 
ness to him to the “nttermost 
parts of the earth.” 

Then the people were filled with 
the Holy Spirit; they were guided 
constantly by the Spirit. The book 
of Acts has often been called -the 
“Acts of the Holy Spirit’’ rather 
‘than of the Apostles. ; 


Leaders fees : 
GoP never does for people what 
they can.do for themselves.

“Michigan potato growers will pro- 
bably spend the winter trying to fig- 
ure out. adjustments to. meet new 
goals and. parity reductions. Michi- 
gan’s goal for commercial production . 
was set at. 67,000. acres recently 
when. Department of Agriculture of- 
ficials set the support price at. 60 per- 
cent of. parity.” 

Claude M. Nash, extension special- 
ist in agricultural economics at Mich- 
igan State college, cites this informa- 
tion.. The 1948 U.-S. crop, which is 
among the five highest in history, was 
raised on the smallest total acreage 
seeded in nearly 70 years.

| Mulching Called 
Good Practice 
For F ruit Trees 


It’s timely right now to mulch 
orchards, say horticulturists at Michi- 
gan State college. 

In the mulch system, ‘a coating of 
straw, hay or similar plant material 
is applied in sufficent quantity. to 
cover the ground well, or to smother 


‘all weed growth. “While not a new 


practice, mulching has given. such 
good results that is may profitably be 
extended to many orchards which do 
not now. employ it. 

‘ Tests have. proven that almost no 
erosion takes: place where complete 
mulching is practiced. Among other. 
advantages, it improves soil sti'ucture 
and tilth; prevents compacting of the 
soil, ‘allowing more rapid penetration 


of water; and keeps the soil from get- 


ting too hot in summer. and too cold 
in winter. 


Mulching also decreases the evap- 
oration of soil moisture and allows 
water that would othervise run off to 


enter the soil, the specialists relate,’ 


It reduces. the loss of fruit that may. 
drop at picking time. 

Of special interest to growers is 
the higher yield: which results from 
iniprovements brought about by 
mulching. These improvements in- 
crease fruit bud formation, leaf area, 
and size of tree, the horticulturists 
conclude, :
